Tho tank will range 
from 3{t. in depth at one end to 9it. ab the 
other; ashower will fall from tho coiling 
at one porticns a bridge will cross it near 
one end, while there. will bes diving plat- 
form at the other, Turning to the left 
from the eutrance-hall tho-intending bather 
will enter -the, other half of the building, 
dovoted tu Russian, Turkieh, medicated 
and other baths, entering first a dressing 
and ante-rogin 28it. by 17. Right ut the 
back ia the boiler house, and next to this 
are, on one hand, the Kassin vapour bath, 
Wift, iin, by 16f6., aud on the other tho 
Turkish bath, 20ft, by 15.

THE CYCLONE IN THE GULF OF 
DEN. 


A - 

Tho 8. 8, Duke of Detonshire experionced 
fivo. hours of the roughest weather ever 
met with by the Captain (27 years at sex) 
in the Gulf of Aden. Two stexiners were 
-seen to fonnder at tho same time, but no 
assistance enttld be given, as they expocted 
their own steamer io go down every mo- 
mount, - The Duke of Devonshire was charter- 
ed by Government to bring troops out to 
Tadia, but the order was countermanded at 
the Inst: moment. “Tt wos fortunate, as 
with. such a number of men the hatches 
could not Lave been kept closed, and the 
steaucur- ust hive inevitably foyndered. 
Fortunate also that there were no other, 
passengers on board during this ferrible 
time, 

Dr. Edwards, Surgeon of the Duke af 
Devonshire, gave the following thrilling ac- 
count of the passage through the cyclone to 
the Ceylon Observer : 

*On Weduesday, 3rd of June 1883, the’. 
S. S. Duke of Devonshire, from London to 
Calcutta, encountered in the Gulf of Aden 
a cyclone of-such terrific violence, as to 
eclipse everything in the previous experi- 
ence of the Captuin- nud every officer and 
mon aboard, many.6f whom have serred in-}- 
the China seas, and witnessed the typhoons 
which froia time to time are the seourge: of 
those waters. Al! aver that the hurricane 
‘of the 3rd of. June completely dwarfs all 
which have gone.before. 

- €At 4-80 a.m. on the 4th June.we passed 
the sister vessel, S..8. Duke of Buccleuch, 
and burnt a blue light, to ‘which she ree. 
ponded. Soa far all was well, and the daily 
routine of the suip’s work was progressing 
with. the automatic precision’ engendered 
by the previous long period of undisturbed 
surroundings. As the morning advanced, 
‘OWevor, thero were signs of atinospheric 
changes. ~The weather became aqually and 
unsettled and the barometer went dow 
fast ; the mercury standing at 20-70 nt 10 
am, at noon, 29.50, at 1 o’olock, 29:20. 
During this. unmiatuknble’. waruing, - the 
wind ‘increased : moat Yuriotaly -frow | the 
north, and rain came” ddwn ‘in. torrents. 
The.aea rose with marrellous quickness 
huge waves reariug thomsclyda ‘perpend 
larly. and” breaking-in a mags in mid-air. 
The. horizon was - soon ‘ob-cured by the 
heavy. mass-of vapour: held in su-ponston, 
and suou it was impossitte “to. define any 
thing over the ship's side; sea and -rain 
meeting sloft ;- the fouming creats. of the 
now truly giganlic wavas breaking off and 
deshiog. “over.:the ship in overwhelming 
torrenta. ~The vessel” was now’ straining 
and_.gu.vé'ing-from stem. to: stern ; huge 
seas. breaking over-her stera and threaten- 
ing-to wash away ‘the wheel-houso ;. the 


.so"severo that Mr Ke 


davita of tho jolly-boat wore unshipped, 
and thu toat itself smashed by the terrific 
stiolence of the storm.. All ‘hands were 
engaged in making fnat the after hatches, 
whose tarpaulins woro washed away almost 
immediately, - Captain Long stood alono 
on the bridge, and hove the ship to on the 
port tack, Tho-wind now was ‘quickly 
tacking from north to wost. and thenco to 
aouth., At this juncture tha ‘indicator from 
thy rndder-hcad to the bridge and wheel- 
house wont wrong and added immeasurably 
to the difficulties of this terrible encounter. 
A hugo sea lifted up the port anchor and 
literally threw it over the rail on-to the 
forecastle head, where it. was now with 
diftieulty lashed, Thon onsued a period of 
the ‘most awful atrifa, when for near two 
hours no man on bord could move without 
being blown away. ‘Tha men were enrried 
off their legs and driven with cruel violence 
against the standing rigsing or bulwarks, 
and many wore tha narraw escapes from bo- 
ing washed away. On_ tho -after deck, the 
sheop pens were dashed about, broken up, 
and the distranght anirnla carried over- 
board, The signalling. cannon drole ‘loose 
from its trunnions and was hurled about the 
deck amongst the men, whe with -dilliculty 
avoided this and othor locas gear which con- 
tinnally placed them: in groat danger. of 
serious injury. Tho bostawain in making 
an attempt at securing o hatch was owried 
of his feet and sustained a fractured leg 
which thereby disabled ono of the most 
active of our small crew: sundry other 
accidents of more or ‘loss svriaus nature 
kept the Surgeon employed—and before the 
storm had b-on raging an hour, eight men 
were totally disabled. 

‘The Captuin, exposed to the extreme 
violance of the hurricane on the bridge, was 
sorely tried in his cudeavour to retain his 
position: tho personal danger being en- 


; Ormously incroased by tho crashing. to and 


fro of the poultry boxs, which had broken 
from their lashings ; one of theso hoops hav- 
ing dashed out the skylight and shattering 
the gluss pannels, the seas now gut into the 
saloon and deluged some’ of the cabins. 


The awning over the upper.deck was quick- 


ly carried uway, and’ covery sail, furled 
though they werc, at the first onset of tho 
hurricane were turn’ into 4 thonsand pieces 
and left naked poles. Tho wing fires wére 
put out on the leoside of the atuke-hole, the 
crown uf the donkey-bvilor furnace came 
down, all the boat covers wore tore away : 
two doors smaslied in tha after-house and 
the compass wrecked, 

‘It now bucame apparent that the fato of 
the ship was only a matwr of time. If she 
wore subjected to such vielenco. another 
hour, she must go:down; nothing of human 
constractios: could ride out such a storm 
much longor. Still the engines were mov- 
ing sufficiently to give her rudder some 
command over her, but the good ship was 
sorely tried. About & o'clock it wevined as 
though tho rolling of the vessel was not ao 


Tfaboured, and the terrible anxiety of the 


afternoon was Hfting from the hearts of 
those on-board. | The atmosphera began to 
clear somewhat; and at 6 v’clock Cape 
Adon was sighted bearing truenorth about 
24 miles. The ship’s hoid was then put 
vast, going slow, The storm had passed over, 
leaving, however, s heavy soa, At midnight 
wind and sea having yone down, the order 
was uiveu ta go full speed. Daving the 
tmidd @ watch vo hyd soveral heavy squalls 
with much cain from KE. and N. £., but at 
daylight off th» 4th the ship rode easily 
and smoothly with a calm sea and a bright 
settled sky. : 

‘But it was a deplorable sight that mct 
one in every part of the ship. Nota 
movable thing but had gone by the board. 
Not a sail but was now a handful of pitiful 
rays hanging limp in the standing rigging, 
Short-handed aa the crew now was, every 
available hand was. up on deck clenrin| 
wreckage. At 11.30 am, we stoppod aid 
spoke. the S. S, Glenucdtil: who reportid 
having picked up five Arabs from somo 
wreckage a few hours hefore, and ‘that 
these castaways had scen two large atcamers 
go down starn foremost two days previously, 
Daring the day -;e passed several large 
picces of floating wreckage, Thero is abyo- 
lately no record of a cyclone ever huving 
bean met with in the Gulf of Aden before 
this one,’ 


The P. & O. steamer Peshuwnr wns 
causht in the cyclone and. Jost her fure 
topmast, chrév busts aud all her live-stock, 
Two other boats were much injured. 

Considerable damage was done to the 
towa of Aden itself, and the plant and pro- 
perty of the P.. & O,.- Company. suffered 
Buverely, 

G. M.S. Lacchante, the new flag-ship of 
the Indian Squadron, wus at anchor-in. the 
outor harbour at Aden and experionced the 
violence of the cyclone. She lost soverat 
of her boats, includin, the Admiral’s launch. 

Tt is feared thatthe French man-of-war 
Renard has foundered while on the passaye 
from Obok (Red Sea) outwards, with all 
hands. 

The Neylon Observer further states :-—‘ It 
appeara that mure than two vessels have 
undoubtedly foundered in the late cyclone. 
Tntelligence. comes. alowly to hand, as the 
cable is still. interrupted; but we learn 
that the P. & O, steamer Shannon reports 
tho loss uf the. French gunboat, Drwe, which 
Was in’ our harbour some tittle while: ago, 
The Drac was employed by the French

between Obock, the new 
French acquisition in the Red: Sea, und 
Aden. Whilst on lier way to Aden from 
the former place she evidently encountered

FOUNDERING OF THE ‘SPEKE 
yee HALL.’ : 

The Caylon: Times gives the following. ac- 
count of the loss of the British steamer 


Speke Hall, with the whole of her crew but |; 


the -second officer, in the cyclone in the 
Gulf of Aden and thesubsequent privations 
of tho second officer :— - 


The Speke Hall was.a-large well-found 
steamer of the Hall ling, of: about 2,500 
tons burden. - All had gone well. with her 
tiil when in the Gulf af Aden, nearly oppo- 
site that port, at which she was not. intend. 
ing to touch, she was overtaken by a cyclone 
of tremendous severity. The veascl seemed 
completely unable to fight against. the fear. 
fat power and forge of wind and water. 
The sea boiled like a pot, and the wind was 
h yzer Raya it-must haye 
been. a whirlwind, ‘The night was dark aa 
Pitoh, the seas ran‘ntounteins high; striking 
the vessel and: sweeping away. cverything 
that it came in contact with on’ her decks. 
Manfully the -ship ‘struggled -ayainst’ tho 
fasrful forces which battled with her. .-Sea 
after sea swept with terrific furce over tho 
decks and ponred down. her hold, - The-on= 
gineers beluw gallantly stuct to their work, 
and kept the vessel iwoving with her head 
to the ‘awful gale. - Every boat wae gone, 
aod-with the last-—crumpled. up dike -a 


match ‘box by.a huze crested wave, which |: 


—— 
ing any portion of the crew. For. three 
honrs the vesacl’ fought it out, All “tho 
officora and crew were’ of» deck, the on- 
Sineers alone bolow.. Tho storm had com- 
meneed at 2 am. ; by throa oolock it 
bocame evident to all on board that all 
hope of weathering tho storm must bo aban- 
doneg, The vessel's head was still kept to 
‘the galo, but sho was settling deeper in the 
seaa every moment, and tho ongines wore 
kupt going only by the most manful efforts 
of the ongincers. Of a sudden every ono 
falt the awful moment had come. ‘With 
one plunge she buried herself by the boie 
into a deop trough of son, and went down 
like a plummat, never to rise again. There | 
was no time to do ‘anything. . The ongi- 
neers below must have beon drowned at 
their work, ‘sticking to their posts to the 
last minute, The sccond officer and another 
comrade jumped from the bridge into the 
hissing sek around thom, clutching a tife- 
huoy together. When Mr Keyzer rose he 
folt. a spar, and clung to it despairing. It 
supported him for x time till he heard his 
conirades’s voice abovo the howling of tho 


wind, who told him—tho blackness of the 
night prevented their sccing ono another— | 
that ho had got hold of a barrel, That was 
the fast Mr [Ceyzor saw of his comrade. 
Blowly tho galo subsided and aa morning ! 
broke, clearly in the proy misty light: 
around were to be seen traces of the wreck. | 
Spara, bits of wood, hen-coops &a, &e., 
were scattered in every direction, but net; 


a human being of any kind was in sight, 
Alone on tho sea Mr Keyzer did not des- 
pair, _ Paddling to a piecu,of a. boat that 
Hloited closv by, he tied it’ to tho spar 
which had supported him by his belt, and 
thus obtained a more buoyant raft on 
which, howover, he could neither lay down |” 
nor recline. Luckily for him he had a thick | 
pea-jacket on at the time, and as the sun } 
rose high over the water tho heat and glare | 
becanie intolerable. The small cap he had 
on was no protection at all, so dipping his 
pea-jackot in the sea he held it over his 
head to cool it. ‘Iho ‘first day passed with- 
out anything occurring to break. the mo- 
notoay, though towards evening a steamir 
passed not far off, but failed to notice him, 
Though he endeavored by shouting and 
waving his coat as boat ho could to attract | 
attention, the ship slowly died down on the 
horizon, and that hope was gone, . Nixht 
came on, and was no doubt o blessed relief. 
Day again dawned—the morning of the 4th 
of June. Daring the whole of that day ! 
Mr Keyzer did fis utmost to attract the 
attention of the two or three steamers that 
passed near him, bat, without success. 
Again night aticceeded—the secoud passed 
on that precarions raft, . Shortly after 
dawn a steamer came within a short dis- | 
tance of his frail anpport. Summing up all 
his powors he shouted at tho top of his voice, 
The sea did nut even give bac an answer- | 
ing echo, and onco inpre hope nerrly died 
out within him as the white track of the 
steamer’s conrse was all that remained to 
rewind him of another chance of life gone.
